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A review of the genus Scopelodes Westwood in China 
( Lepidoptera: Limacodidae) 
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Abstract: Eight species of the genus Scopelodes Westwood are recognized from China, including a new 
species, S. bicolor, described herein. Scopelodes kwangtungensis Hering is accorded specific status. The 
adult and genitalia photographs of the examined species are given. A key to the Chinese species of the genus 


is provided. 
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The genus Scopelodes was erected by Westwood 
in 1841, based on the type species, Scopelodes 
unicolor Westwood. At present, it contains more 
than 20 species and has distribution in the Oriental, 
Palaearctic and Australian Regions ( Hering, 1931, 
1933; Holloway, 1986, 1987, 1990; Inoue, 1982, 
1992; Yoshimoto, 1994, 1998; Edwards, 1996). 
In China, seven species have been recorded 
(Hering, 1931, 1933; Cai, 1981, 1982; Inoue, 
1992). In this paper, eight species are reported 
from China, of which one species is described as 
new to science. 

The type specimens of the new species are 


deposited in the Institute of Zoology, Chinese 
Academy of Sciences (IZCAS) , Beijing, China.

The male genitalia usually are typical of the 
limacodid ground plan, but in one group the gnathus is 


slightly or deeply bifid and the juxta is dorsally spined, 
or broadly bifid, the two sectors splayed out just 90° 
and apically spined. In female genitalia, the ductus 
bursae is unspiralled and relatively short, the corpus 
bursae is bisignate, and the signa are well separated.

Remarks: This species was published as a 
subspecies of S. venosa Walker. As for the male 
genitalia usually lack significant modifications in the 
genus, the colour of labial palpus is a diagnostic 
character. This species is differs from S. venosa 
Walker by the labial palpus with apical hair-tuft white 


or pale brown totally.

Head and thorax blackish brown. Abdomen dorsally 
orange; from 3rd segment each with a black band 
dorsally; each segment with a black spot in lateral 
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side from 4th segment; terminal segment blackish 
brown. Male forewing yellowish to dark brown, 
densely with silver-gray scales; cell with a vague 
longitudinal dark band. Hindwing yellow in basal 
1/3 and anal area, yellowish to dark brown in the 
remaining area; veins pale yellow in outer half. 
Female larger in size, forewing reddish brown, cell 
and outer marginal area dark brown. Hindwing pale 
brownish yellow, outer marginal area dark brown, 
veins indistinctive in the outer half. 

Male genitalia ( Fig. 13) : Uncus with a short 
subapical process; gnathos long, apex pointed; valva 
wide at base, tapering to a broadly rounded apex; 
juxta apically membranous, densely covered with 
minute spines ; aedeagus longer than valva in length. 

Female genitalia ( Fig. 20 ) : Ductus bursae 
narrow and long; corpus bursae large, ovate; signum 
relatively large, with spines.
